ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1971 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
31  December  1971* 

The  provisional  population  at  the  1971  Census  was  39*534,  which  is 
an  increase  of  9 «» 6 17  or  almost  one-third  over  the  population  at  the 
Census  in  1961. 

In  the  first  five  year  period  of  this  decade  the  crude  birth  rate 
was  18.6  per  1,000  population  and  in  the  second  five  year  period  it  had 
fallen  to  17.6.  The  crude  death  rate  fell  from  9«1  per  1,000  population 
to  8.7  in  the  same  period.  The  still  birth  rate  for  the  first  five  years 
was  10.2  per  1,000  live  and  still  births;  in  the  second  five  year  period 
the  rate  was  8.0.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  also  showed  a fall  from 
17.2  per  1,000  live  births  to  16.1.  The  notification  rate  for  cases  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  also  fell  slightly,  that  for  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  by  almost  fifty  per  cent.  Whilst  the  crude  death  rate  from 
coronary  disease  was  also  slightly  reduced,  as  was  the  crude  death  rate 
for  malignant  disease  excluding  cancer  of  the  lungs,  unfortunately  the 
upward  trend  of  deaths  from  this  latter  disease  continued.  In  the 
five  year  period  I962-I966  the  crude  death  rate  for  lung  cancer  was  33  per 
100,000  population,  but  in  the  period  1967-1971  the  rate  had  increased  to 
44.  In  the  first  five  year  period  deaths  in  women  from  this  cause  were 
one-sixth  of  the  total  and  in  the  second  period  deaths  in  women  accounted 
for  one  quarter  of  the  total.  When  will  we  ever  learn  I 

Notifications  of  infectious  disease  in  1971  were  an  all-level  low.  In 
the  ten  year  period  under  review  there  have  been  no  major  outbreaks  of 
infectious  diseases.  Measles  cases  accounted  for  well  over  90%  of  the 
total  notifiable  disease  cases.  The  notification  rate  for  measles  fell 
from  9.9  per  1,000  population  in  1962-1966  to  3«9  per  1,000  population  in 
1967-1971*  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  rate  could  be  reduced  still  further 
if  the  take-up  of  measles  vaccination  was  improved  - unfortunately,  rather 
less  than  two-thirds  of  all  eligible  children  are  receiving  protection. 

During  the  year  an  expert  committee  advised  that  because  the  risk  of 
smallpox  being  introduced  into  this  country  continues  to  diminish,  and  as 
vaccination  against  smallpox  may  in  a few  cases  give  rise  to  serious 
complications,  the  routine  vaccination  of  children  need  not  now  be 
recommended. 
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It  is,  of  course,  still  essential  that  travellers  to  and  from 
smallpox  areas  should  be  protected  by  vaccination.  It  is  also 
essential  that  parents  should  be  quite  clear  in  their  minds  that  the 
need  for  all  the  other  protective  inoculations  now  given  during 
childhood  remains  as  important  as  ever. 

Satisfactory  progress  is  continuing  with  the  Smoke  Control 
programme,  and  it  is  confidently  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to 
complete  the  programme  in  197^» 

The  White  Paper  on  the  Reorganisation  of  the  Health  Services  in 
England  has  now  been  published.  It  is  proposed  to  set  up  90  Area 
Health  Authorities  to  be  responsible  for  the  provision  of  all  the 
health  services  within  its  area,  to  be  financed  from  a single  source, 
thus  eliminating  the  distinction  between  hospital  and  community 
services®  There  will  be  a Central  Department  responsible  for  policy 
making  and  an  intermediate  Regional  Authority  interposed  between  the 
central  authority  and  the  areas. 

This  unification  of  administration  will  make  it  possible  for  the 
first  time  to  review  the  total  health  needs  of  an  area  and  to  make 
unbiased  decisions  on  priorities. 

Details  of  the  work  carried  out  by  members  of  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department  are  given  in  appropriate  sections  of  this  Report. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  a great  pleasure  to  express  my  gratitude  to 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued 
support  and  confidence.  I should  like  to  thank  Mr.  Tiplady,  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  help  and  loyalty.  I am  indebted  to 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  hard  work  throughout  the 
year  and  to  colleagues  in  other  Departments  for  their  willing 
co-operation  at  all  times.

253,  London  Road,  Hazel  Grove,  and  arrangements  are  made  for  the  immunisation 
to  be  performed  at  the  end  of  every  welfare  session  at  Bramhall.  In  addition, 
immunisation  is  carried  out  free  of  charge  by  general  medical  practitioners 
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at  their  surgeries.  An  annual  visit  is  made  to  all  primary  schools  in 
the  district  for  the  purpose  of  giving  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis 
reinforcing  doses „ An  annual  visit  is  made  to  all  secondary  schools  to 
give  B.C.G.  vaccination  and  vaccination  against  German  Measles  to  girls® 

Chiropody  Service; 

Financial  help  in  obtaining  chiropody  treatment  is  given  to  persons 
aged  65  years  and  over,  persons  registered  as  physically  handicapped  and 
expectant  mothers,  on  the  recommendation  of  their  family  doctor.  Treatment 
is  given  by  the  chiropodist  chosen  by  the  patient. 

Welfare  Foods; 

Welfare  foods  are  on  sale  at  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  253  London 
Road,  Hazel  Grove,  from  Monday  to  Friday,  and  at  all  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

Family  Planning  Service: 

A family  planning  clinic  started  in  1964  at  the  Clinic  Centre,  Hazel 
Grove,  under  the  direction  of  the  Family  Planning  Association,  is  held 
weekly.  Attendances  continue  to  increase,  and  in  1971  there  were  218  new 
patients,  and  attendances  at  the  Clinic  totalled  i960.  In  addition,  a 
domiciliary  service  provided  by  the  Cheshire  County  Health  Department  is 
available  in  certain  cases. 


Services  provided  by  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board: 

Hospitals ; 

There  is  no  hospital  within  the  Urban  District.  Patients  from  this 
area  are  admitted  to  hospitals  in  neighbouring  districts. 

Maternity  cases  requiring  hospital  accommodation  are  also  admitted  to 
hospitals  outside  this  area.  Where  necessary,  infectious  disease  cases 
other  than  smallpox  are  admitted  to  the  Stockport  Isolation  Hospital  and 
Monsall  Isolation  Hospital.  Facilities  for  smallpox  cases  are  provided 
at  Ainsworth  Smallpox  Hospital  near  Bury. 

Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases s 

Special  Clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis  and 
venereal  diseases  are  held  at  the  Chest  Clinic,  Stepping  Hill  Hospital 
and  Sto  Thomas'  Hospital,  Flint  Street,  Stockport,  respectively.

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( ii ) Water  Supply 


The  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is  served  directly  from  the  public  water 
mains  of  the  Stockport  and  District  Water  Board. 

The  water,  which  is  chemically  treated  to  prevent  plumbo-solvent  action, 
is  stored  in  impounding  reservoirs,  treated  by  mechanical  filtration  plant 
and  subsequently  chlorinated.  It  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity. 


Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water  and  weekly 
of  the  treated  water  going  into  supply  = the  results  were  satisfactory. 
Chemical  analyses  were  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water  and  treated  water 
going  into  supply,  again  with  satisfactory  results.

Dealers4 * * * * 9  Licences  are  issued  by  the  Food  & Drugs  Authority  and  remain 
in  force  for  five  years.  District  Councils  are  required  to  maintain  a 
register  of  dealers  and  dairies. 

There  are  11  dairy  herds  in  the  District  from  which  approximately  564 
gallons  of  milk  are  retailed  daily. 

Milk  as  sold  to  the  public  is  sampled  regularly  by  a County  Sampling  Officer 
and  submitted  to  the  laboratory  for  testing  for  keeping  quality  and  in  the 
case  of  pasteurised  and  sterilised  milk  the  efficiency  of  the  heat  treatment. 
In  addition  raw  milk  sold  without  heat  treatment  to  the  public  is  tested  for 
the  presence  of  brucella  abortus  and  Tuberculosis,  Tuberculous  infection  is 
now  extremely  rare  and  none  has  been  found  during  the  year,  5 supplies 
were  found  to  be  infected  with  brucella  and  notices  prohibiting  the  sale  of 
the  milk  without  previous  heat  treatment  were  served  in  these  cases.  The 
infected  animals  were  identified  and  removed  from  the  herds , before  the 
notices  were  withdrawn.
